Legal action move 
over man’s death 

THE family of a vulnerable man who 
choked and died when his carers fed him 
chicken bites are considering legal action. 

Barbara Arch, of Stourbridge, and Wendy 
Silvester, of Birmingham, who worked for 
Lifeways Community Care, were taking 
Andrew Strazdins on holiday when he died 
choking on food. They received six month 
jail terms, suspended for 12 months after 
admitting failure to discharge their duties. 

Mr Strazdins’s sister, Elaine Scott, of 
Halesowen, has asked medical negligence 
specialists Hudgell Solicitors to investigate.

SNUG FIT AS CAR ENDS UP WEDGED ON PATHWAY 


PLANS to demolish an histor¬ 
ic former school to make way 
for more than 50 homes have 
been rejected. 

The Claughton Centre in Blower’s 
Green Road, Dudley, formerly the Sir 
Gilbert Claughton School, was set to 
be flattened to make a large area of 
land available for a new housing de¬ 
velopment. 

Around 56 homes were proposed to be built 
on the site by PSP Dudley. 

Councillors had been keen to see the disused 
site redeveloped for housing but after visiting 
the site council bosses were surprised by its 
good condition and described it as a ‘landmark’. 

The school closed in 1990 and was taken 
over by Dudley Council, which renamed it the 
Claughton Centre and 
used it as offices. 

Committee chair¬ 
man Councillor Qadar 
Zada said: “Seeing 
the site for myself has 
completely changed 
my view of it. It is a 
much more significant 
building than I first 
thought. I was very 
surprised in how much 
The Claughton Centre of a good condition it 
still stands in. 

“I believe if the applicant goes ahead and 
gives notice to demolish the building, it would 
be a great and significant injustice to Dudley 
and its people. It is an iconic building that has 
a lot of local value.” 

Impressive 

He continued: “Our next stage would be 
hopefully to meet with the potential develop¬ 
ers and discuss the next steps of the use of the 
building, whether that be to renovate or if the 
developers are still looking to give notice to de¬ 
molish it.” 

Save Britain’s Heritage also contacted Dud¬ 
ley Council. It’s deputy director Mike Fox, said: 
“We are delighted to hear that demolition plans 
for the Claughton Centre have been rejected 
by Dudley Council. The building is clearly a 
handsome local landmark with impressive ar¬ 
chitectural flourishes, and we are pleased that 
members of the committee emphatically recog¬ 
nise this, noting the school’s contribution to its 
surroundings and its potential for re-use. 

“Historic buildings are a finite resource. 
There are many impressive examples across 
the country where school buildings have been 
imaginatively reused for new purposes.” 

The school was originally called the Dud¬ 
ley Upper Standards School when it opened 
in 1904, before becoming the Sir Gilbert 
Claughton School in 1957, the title honouring 
a 19th century mayor of Dudley.

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Honour for Sir Lenny at televised awards 



SIR Lenny Henry will be presented with 
a British Academy of Film and Televi¬ 
sion Arts (Bafta) special award in rec¬ 
ognition of his outstanding contribution 
to television. 

The Dudley-born comedian, actor 
and writer is best known for Comic Re¬ 
lief. He will be presented with the Alan 
Clarke award at the televised Bafta TV 
Awards at the Royal Festival Hall in 
London on Sunday. 

Sir Lenny said: “This is fantastic. I 
am truly humbled and truly hopeful 
that this award is a pan-industry ac¬ 
knowledgement that diversity must be 


at the heart of our industry if we are to 
reflect British society now and, most im¬ 
portantly, in the future.” 

Previous recipients of the Alan Clarke 
award, in honour of the late film direc¬ 
tor, include TV producer and writer Jeff 
Pope, TV executive Jane Tranter , doc¬ 
umentary film-maker Paul Watson and 
screenwriter Paul Greengrass. 

Krishnendu Majumdar, chair of Baf- 
ta’s television committee, said: “There 
is no-one more deserving of the Special 
Award this year than Lenny Henry. 

“He has enjoyed a long and distin¬ 
guished career as a performer and 


writer, appearing in dozens of shows 
from Tiswas to the hugely popular 
Lenny Henry Show and most recently 
in the drama The Syndicate, proving his 
appeal spans all generations and genres. 

“Lenny’s recent groundbreaking 
Bafta lecture has helped to reframe and 
reignite the discussion about diversity 
in British television, with the conversa¬ 
tions he has sparked already leading to 
positive changes. ” 

The Black Country comic was 
knighted for services to drama and char¬ 
ity in a ceremony at Windsor Castle last 
December. 


Teen hid loaded gun 
in mother's garage 


A TEENAGER who hid a loaded 
gun in his mother’s garage has 
been told he’ll end up ‘in hospital 
or a cemetery’ if he continues his 
life of crime. 

Shaun Scott, 19, was sent to prison 
for five years after a .155 revolver loaded 
with four rounds was found at the house 
in Westminster Close, Dudley. At Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court Scott also pleaded 
guilty to possession of cannabis and to har¬ 
assment. 

Prosecutor Duncan Craig said: “Ki- 
eran Bishop was known to the defendant. 
He called the police on January 28 after 
threats were made by Scott. 

“The defendant felt Mr Bishop owed him 
money for a small bag of cannabis. The 
defendant told him he wanted a ‘straight- 
ener’, which he took to believe as a three- 
round fight, to settle the debt. He says that 
he paid the defendant back at the start of 
December, but was told he had accrued in¬ 
terest, and the defendant again wanted a 
‘straightener’. A couple of days later, the 
defendant threatened him again. He re¬ 
ported that he said that he was ‘looking for 
a poking’, which Mr Bishop took as stab¬ 
bing. 

Bullets 

“On January 27 he spoke to Bishop again 
and told him he wanted to ‘**** him up’. 
Mr Bishop phoned police because he also 
knew about the defendant’s connection 
with firearms.” 

“Police went round to his mother’s 
address that day, and in the garage they 
found some boxes. Within one of the boxes 
was a black plastic bag with a weapon. It 
was a revolver with a .155 barrel capable of 
holding six rounds. It was loaded with four 
bullets. Six small bags of cannabis were 
also found.” 

William Dudley, defending, said: “He is 
an immature man. He has a terrible record. 
I think macho bravado is a big part of these 
offences. I don’t expect he would have used 
the gun but having it is equally as serious. 
If he carries on living life the way he is, he 
will end up in a hospital or a cemetery.” 

Judge John Wait said: “The minimum 
sentence for this kind of crime is five years. 
It is offered as a deterrent to other people 
to stop them trying to acquire these deadly 
weapons.”

Landlord is 
fined over 
failures in 
home safety 

A LANDLORD has been ordered to pay 
costs and fines of more than £6,400 after 
a series of safety failures at his Dudley 
property. 

Fire doors were not properly main¬ 
tained at the home in High Street, and 
the doors would have been ineffective in 
the event of a fire. 

The property, which was home to 
a total of five tenants, also had no hot 
water and the kitchen was not kept 
clean. 

The safety concerns were brought to 
light following a fire at the property in 
May 2015 when fire crews reported the 
problems to Dudley Council. 

Guilty 

Property landlord Rakesh Sandhi, of 
Ednam Road, Wolverhampton, pleaded 
guilty to 11 offences of breaching the 
Housing Act at Dudley Magistrates 
Court on April 21. 

He was ordered to pay £4,900 in fines 
and £1,396 costs plus a £120 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Alan Lunt, a strategic director fat 
Dudley Council, said landlords who did 
not provide safe homes for their tenants 
would face ‘serious consequences’. 

He said: “We have a duty to help pro¬ 
tect people in their homes, including pri¬ 
vately rented accommodation. 

“This case shows that there are seri¬ 
ous consequences for landlords who do 
not provide safe homes for their tenants, 
and I hope it acts as a warning that we 
do take this very seriously.”

10, for the redesign. The new-style ser¬ 
vice will be launched at 1pm on May 24. 

During its closure, services can be ac¬ 
cessed at Hurst Hill Post Office at 110 
Hurst Hill, Bilston or Princes End Post 
Office, 155 High Street, Princes End, 
Tipton. 

Area manager Caroline Pritchard 
said: “This modernisation is part of a 
major investment programme, and will 
secure services for the future.”

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Town centre car park gets green light 


Dealership's 
£l7k bill 
for selling 
danger car 

A MOTOR dealership in Stourbridge 
and two of its bosses have been or¬ 
dered to pay a total of £17,000 by a 
court after selling a dangerous car. 

The Vauxhall Vectra bought from 
Carwise Trade Centre had faults with 
the steering, suspension, brakes and 
wipers and was unroadworthy, Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates Court heard. 

A couple from Welshpool bought 
the car from the company in Birming¬ 
ham Road in September last year for 
£1,159. But Dudley trading standards 
team found the car, which had been 
bought by the dealership from an auc¬ 
tion, had serious faults. 

Bosses Mehraj Islam and Asif 
Masud appeared at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court on Thursday and admit¬ 
ted seven offences under the Road 
Traffic Act and other legislation. 

Magistrates ordered the company, 
which had only been trading since 
March last year, pay costs and fines 
totalling £7,620. 

They also ordered Islam, a director 
at the company, to pay £6,420 in costs 
and fines and Masud, a manager at 
the firm, to pay £3,420. 

The company has put new systems 
in place in make sure there is no re¬ 
peat of the incident. 

Tony Oakman, a strategic director 
at Dudley Council, said: “This is part 
of our on-going trading standards 
work, helping to protect people and 
keep them safe. It sends out a clear 
warning that traders have a duty to 
ensure the goods they are selling are 
safe for people to use. If not, it could 
lead to a costly trip to court.” 


6ft flagpole will 
go next to anchor 

A SIX-FOOT flagpole will be built in 
central Netherton after council boss¬ 
es approved plans. 

The pole, put forward by Netherton 
Regeneration Group, will be located 
at the junction of Northfield Road 
and Halesowen Road, near the replica 
Titanic anchor. It will be dedicated to 
the memory of community stalwart 
Ivor Lucas. 

Mr Lucas, who was a member of 
Friends of Netherton Park and the 
Netherton Regeneration Group, died 
in 2014. 

The Union and the Black Country 
flag will be flown from the pole. At the 
meeting last week, Councillor Qadar 
Zada said: “I welcome this proposal as 
the flag will go hand in hand with the 
Titanic anchor.”

The Mahoe will now be demolished 


A FORMER banqueting suite in Dud¬ 
ley will be demolished for a car park, 
after plans were approved. 

The derelict Mahoe building in 
Tower Street has been labelled an 
eyesore and council bosses hope that 
it will make way for a long-awaited 
town centre car park. 

At a planning meeting, councillors 
said they hoped the demolition work 
could start this summer. 

They said extra car parking was 
badly needed in the town. 

Now given the green light, the 
scheme brings to an end nearly five 


years of wrangling over the project, 
which saw previous plans shelved in 
September. 

The car park will feature around 90 
spaces and is a scaled-back version of 
the council’s original scheme. 

They wanted to create a multi-sto¬ 
rey car park but were blocked by 
Historic England, which raised fears 
about the impact a large building 
would have on the town. 

Historic England has now stated 
the new car park and removal of the 
Mahoe building will be of ‘benefit and 
improvement to the area.’ 


The council has decided to go-ahead 
with a ground-level car park after de¬ 
ciding an underground car park was 
too costly. 

Councillor Andrea Goddard said: 
“A car park is a sensible and a much 
better option and will prove very effi¬ 
cient for Dudley town.” 

Councillor Kieran Casey said: “It’s 
important that we get more car park¬ 
ing in the town centre, so people have 
more option and opportunity to come 
into Dudley and see what it has to 
offer.”

Road shut due to 
unsafe building 

A ROAD was closed in Sedgley after a 
Victorian brick shed became unstable. 

Car collisions are believed to have 
made the building on Hall Street haz¬ 
ardous and it is looking likely that it 
will have to be demolished. 

Bollards have been placed around 
the building as a safety precaution. 

Sedgley Councillor Michael Evans 
said he understood that the build¬ 
ing was owned by a gentleman from 
Devon. 

He added: “I think there is a possi¬ 
bility it could be demolished by Dud¬ 
ley Council.” 

Red Cone '20s day 
for royal birthday 

A SPECIAL event to mark The 
Queen’s recent 90th birthday is being 
held at the Red House Glass Cone in 
Wordsley later this month. 

A 1920s-themed crafts and glass 
making day is being held at the High 
Street attraction on Saturday, May 14, 
from 11am to 4pm. The Queen was 
born in 1926. 

There will also be guided tours of 
the 90ft-tall landmark, which was part 
of the famous Stuart Crystal business 
until the 1930s. 

The cone is staging an exhibition by 
the Easel Club from May 7 to June 19. 

'Intoxicated' man 
fell off scaffold 

AN ‘intoxicated’ man who fell six 
metres off scaffolding in Stourbridge 
was taken to hospital with ‘traumatic 
injuries’. 

The 48-year-old was taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley at 
around 9.30pm on Friday. 

Stourbridge community paramedic 
Ste Hill, who was on shift at the time 
of the fall, tweeted: “Male fallen six 
metres from scaffolding intoxicated 
in Stourbridge town centre. He was 
treated for traumatic injuries.”

Carers sentenced after 
man choked to death 

TWO carers have been given suspend¬ 
ed jail sentences after their negligence 
led to the death of a vulnerable patient 
who choked on chicken bites. 

Barbara Arch and Wendy Silvester were 
taking cerebral palsy patient Andrew Straz- 
dins on a seaside break when he died after 
choking on food in the back seat of the car. 

Mr Strazdins, aged 53, who received 24-hour 
care at his bungalow in Stourbridge, suffered from 
a condition called dysphagia which made it hard for 
him to swallow and his learning disability meant he 
tended to cram food into his mouth. 

His care plan stated he should only be fed while 
sat in a chair at a table and that he should be given 
only mashed food and be supervised as he ate. 

He died after the carers gave him a bowl of 
roughly chopped chicken bites as he sat on his own 
in the back of the car as it passed through North 
Devon on the way to Cornwall. 

Mr Strazdins was cared for by an Oldbury com¬ 
pany called Lifeways, paid by the local authority. 

Exeter Crown Court heard how he was on his 
way to a specially adapted caravan in Bude in May 
2014 when he died at Broadwoodwidger on the A30. 

Strict 

The carers both knew of the strict rules about 
how he should be fed but Arch leaned back from 
the passenger seat while Silvester carried on 
driving, the court was told. They stopped when 
they saw him choking. Paramedics found the two 
women distraught by the side of the road after they 
failed to revive Mr Strazdins. 

Arch, aged 58, of Smallshire Way, Stourbridge, 
and Silvester, 50, of Newland Court, Birmingham, 
admitted failing to discharge their duties as carers 
and were given six-month prison sentences, sus¬ 
pended for two years, by Judge Erik Salomonsen. 

The charge was reduced from manslaughter to a 
breach of the Health and Safety at Work Act at an 
earlier hearing. 

The judge told the pair: “The risk assessment 
underlined the possibility Mr Strazdins could 
choke and die. As his carers you willingly took re¬ 
sponsibility for him and were trusted to take him 
away on holiday for his benefit. 

“It is clear the chicken bites which he was fed 
were not mashed but were hard food. They were 
cut up but not mashed and he was left to feed him¬ 
self. He choked and, despite your best efforts, he 
died. You were both distraught and I accept that 
the impact remains with you both.” 

Neither have worked since the tragedy and both 
will lose their careers as carers. Carer Barbara Arch, aged 58, of Stourbridge Carer Wendy Silvester, aged 50, of Birmingham

Tributes to former councillor 


A FORMER Dudley councillor has died 
a few weeks after suffering a stroke. 

Tributes have flooded in for Colin 
Wilson, who stood down in 2014 after 
ten years as a councillor for Pedmore 
and Stourbridge East. Mr Wilson died 
in the early hours on April 26, aged 74. 
He was a retired civil engineer. 

The Conservative councillor played 
a key role in Stourbridge MP Margot 
James’s election campaign in 2010. 


He served Dudley Council as chair¬ 
man of the development control 
committee and vice chair of the Stour¬ 
bridge Area Committee. He is survived 
by wife of 45 years, Helen, son Andrew 
and grandsons Thomas and James.

“As well as being an outstanding coun¬ 
cillor and colleague, Colin was a good 


friend. I’ve known him for more than 
30 years, since I was at primary school 
with his son, and it is hard to believe 
that he will no longer be around for 
advice, guidance or just a good chat.” 

Mr Wilson lived in Pedmore and was 
involved with the Sebright’s Educa¬ 
tional Foundation, St Thomas’s Com¬ 
munity Network and Mary Stevens 
Hospice, as well as a feoffee and gov¬ 
ernor of Old Swinford Hospital school.

Wicked because it consumes a 
vast amount of public money that could be 
far better used. Stupid because, in an age 
of atomic clocks and digital sound sys¬ 
tems, who in his right mind would rebuild 
a Victorian clock mechanism? It is as daft 
as replacing the House of Commons cen¬ 
tral heating with a Roman hypocaust. An 
intelligent Parliament would have updated 
Big Ben with a modern digital system for a 
fraction of the price. But we don’t have an 
intelligent Parliament. We have a collection 
of financial incontinents obsessed with 
flashing other people’s cash around.

A CARE co-ordinator in 
Dudley fleeced a vulnerable 
client out of almost £7,500 
to fund her ill-fated ‘search 
for love,’ a judge heard. 

Sarah Grey, of Kipwood Avenue, 
Kingswinford, targeted Paul Chap¬ 
man, a 50-year-old with learning 
difficulties, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. The scheming 
44-year-old assistant care co-or¬ 
dinator with Dudley Adult Social 
Care department had responsibility 
for looking after him for more than 
two years, before closing his case 
and starting to exploit him. 

Grey used details of Mr Chap¬ 
man’s accounts to take out a £5,000 
loan in his name from the Nation¬ 
wide and had the money paid into 
his Halifax current account, re¬ 
vealed Mr David Bennett, prosecut¬ 
ing. She then made six withdrawals 
in as many days totalling £3,800 and 
tried to cover up by pretending the 
cash was going to the Department 
of Work and Pensions. A year later 
she had taken the entire £5,000 and 
a further £2,418 from his current ac¬ 
count using a bank card in his name. 

Alerted 

Authorities were alerted when a 
member of staff at Nationwide con¬ 
tacted Dudley Council to express 
concern over his bank accounts. 

Mr Chapman later revealed he 
had been refused permission to 
withdraw money on ‘two or three’ 
occasions because there were insuf¬ 
ficient funds. 

Grey used money fleeced from Mr 
Chapman to pay for a trip to meet 
a man she had fallen for on the in¬ 
ternet. Mr Simon Hanns, defending, 
said: “She was trying to fulfil that 
relationship but, like so many others 
she has tried to fulfil, it failed. This 
was a desperate search for love.” 

Grey, of previous good charac¬ 
ter, pleaded guilty to two charges 
of fraud and one of theft. She was 
jailed for 14 months by Judge John 
Wait, who told her: “The man was 
vulnerable and still required care 
when you closed down his case. He 
was found in a desperate state.”

Hillsborough 
families to 
sue West 
Mids force 

RELATIVES of the victims of the 
Hillsborough disaster are launching a 
class action lawsuit against the West 
Midlands and South Yorkshire police 
forces that could result in millions of 
pounds in compensation being paid 
out. 

Lawyers say ‘several hundred’ fam¬ 
ily members are represented in the 
claims, which were lodged at the High 
Court last year but could not be re¬ 
ported until after this week’s inquest 
verdicts. 

They are seeking damages from po¬ 
lice for ‘misfeasance in public office’ 
over conduct on the day of the disas¬ 
ter and an alleged conspiracy attempt¬ 
ing to blame Liverpool fans. 

West Midlands Police conducted an 
inquiry into South Yorkshire Police’s 
role in the disaster. 

Last week the long-running inquest 
found that 96 people were unlawfully 
killed at the FA Cup semi-final on 
April 15, 1989. They included Sarah 
and Victoria Hicks, the daughters of 
Kingswinford businessman Trevor 
Hicks. 

A spokesperson for Saunders Law, 
representing the families, said the 
claims concern ‘the cover-up and ac¬ 
tions intended to wrongly blame the 
deceased and Liverpool Football Club 
supporters for the tragedy’. 

Deputy Chief Constable Louisa 
Rolfe, of West Midlands Police, said 
the force had been informed of the 
case. “Our thoughts remain with the 
family and friends of loved ones who 
died and were injured in the Hillsbor¬ 
ough tragedy,” she said. 

1921 cup ticket 
sells for £1,300 

A MATCH ticket from Wolves’ FA 
Cup final appearance in 1921 has sold 
at auction for £1,300. 

When first bought nearly a century 
ago the ticket cost five shillings, a 
mere 25p in today’s money. 

It was expected the rare item would 
be snapped up for between £700 and 
£1,000 but the estimate was far ex¬ 
ceeded in London last week. 

The 1921 FA Cup final was one 
of three held at Chelsea’s Stamford 
Bridge when the competition had re¬ 
sumed following the First World War, 
and ahead of the move to Wembley. 

It was Wolves’ fifth appearance in 
a final and their third defeat, with 
Tottenham lifting the coveted trophy 
after Jimmy Dimmock scored the only 
goal of the game in the 53rd minute.

Bouncer jailed for killing 
guest at a charity dinner 

A BOUNCER who killed a guest at a 
charity dinner dance with a ‘massive’ 
punch has been jailed for six years and 
eight months. 

The blow delivered by trained boxer Nicolas Sal- 
han struck father-of-three Inderjit Singh Dhariwal 
in the neck, fracturing his larynx. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told that it floored the 49-year- 
old grandfather, banging his head on the ground 
and fracturing his skull. 

Salhan, aged 37, then raised his fist in the air in 
a sign of victory, said Miss Riel Karmy-Jones QC. 

She added: “Such was the injury to the brain of Mr 
Dhariwal that he died the following day.” 

Salhan from Haybridge Avenue, Stourbridge, 
admitted manslaughter while fellow doorman Jon¬ 
athan Davies, of Old Bridge Walk, Rowley Regis, 
pleaded guilty to affray. 

Jailing Salhan, Judge James Burbidge QC told 
him: “Your boxing expertise meant that your fists 
are as significant as many a weapon could have 
been.” Davies was locked up for 28 months. The 
judge told him: “Your anger was the spark for this 
trouble.” 

Eating 

Violence flared when frustrated doormen lost 
patience with guests who were still eating and 
drinking an hour after the supposed end of the 
fundraising event at Samsons Banqueting Suite in 
Rood End Road, Oldbury, on November 22. 

Davies began to push and shout at guests and 
lost his temper when Mr Dhariwal intervened in 
an effort to calm the situation, it was said. The 
bouncer had attended an outpatient appointment 
with a psychologist for help with anger manage¬ 
ment just days earlier, the court was told. 

Mr Dhariwal, from Langley, was pushed into a 
stack of chairs by Davies, 43, who then punched 
the victim four times. Salhan grabbed Mr Dhariwal 
around the neck from behind as Davies continued 
to punch him. By this stage Davies had ‘lost all 
control’. Several people were kicked and punched 
in the fracas which resulted, during which Salhan 
delivered the fatal blow. 

Neither Salhan or Davies offered any assistance 
to the dying man and left the premises as police 
and paramedics arrived. 

Mr Adrian Keeling QC, defending Davies, who 
was also a trained boxer, said: “He probably should 
not have ended up as a doorman and when things 
became heated he was ill-equipped in every way 
to deal with it.” Mr Tahir Khan QC, representing 
Salhan, said: “The punch was an isolated lapse - a

Wrong that 
graduate 
gets Pound 
of flesh 

FOLLOWING a long, drawn-out legal bat¬ 
tle, supported by The Guardian, the Eu¬ 
ropean Court of Human Rights has ruled 
that Cait Reilly, a geology graduate from 
Birmingham, will be entitled to compen¬ 
sation from the British Government after 
she was asked to do a fortnight’s work 
experience at Poundland. 

Yippee! Work experience at Pound- 
land? How could they? 

Miss Reilly, you see, wanted to work 
in a museum. Very nice, I’m sure. Except 
that where museums are still being kept 
open, they are increasingly staffed by un¬ 
paid volunteers. The chances of getting 
paid employment in that line of work are 
roughly the same as mine are of being 
picked for the Euros. 

Now maybe if Miss Reilly spent a life¬ 
time paying into the social security sys¬ 
tem, it might be different. But she hadn’t. 
She had not long left university, and 
clearly taken much more out than she 
had paid in. And if she does receive com¬ 
pensation, it will be people like you, me, 
and the Poundland workforce who will be 
picking up the tab. 

Poundland was founded by Steve 
Smith, a working-class lad from Bilston 
who once said it was drummed into him 
as a child “if you don’t work, you don’t 
eat”. 

I bet he wouldn’t have sued the Gov¬ 
ernment.

READER David Edwards takes me to 
task over my misgivings about plans to 
introduce a London-style ban on pave¬ 
ment parking across England to ‘declut¬ 
ter’ our streets. 

He says I am “selfish and arrogant”, 
and give no thought to the blind and par¬ 
tially sighted who struggle to navigate the 
pavements. Now he might be right about 
the former points, but not about the vis¬ 
ually impaired. 

Linder existing laws, anybody blocking 
a pavement or making life difficult for the 
disabled is guilty of causing an obstruc¬ 
tion and liable to be fined. Quite right too. 

However, there are many places where 
it is perfectly safe, legal and perfectly 
reasonable to park partially on the foot¬ 
path. For example, where the pavement 
is abnormally wide, and there is plenty of 
space to get by. Or at the end of a cul- 
de-sac, or a narrow road where it is nec¬ 
essary to allow emergency access. The 
proposed new law would allow no such 
discretion, simply because somebody 
has deemed that cars parked on the 
pavement represent “clutter”. 

Mr Edwards suggests drivers should 
try walking, which is fine for those who 
are fit and healthy. But he might also 
spare a thought for the elderly, or those in 
poor health for whom the car is a lifeline. 
Motorists are not some subversive, niche 
group which needs to be regulated. They 
are the vast majority of the population 
and should be treated as such.

Hospital volunteers 
provide vital service

Volunteers give up their free 
time to help hospital patients, 

HEATHER LARGE meets them 
and hears more are needed 


FROM being a friendly face provid¬ 
ing directions to comforting a pa¬ 
tient or relative who has received 
some bad news - hospital volun¬ 
teers help in many ways. 

At Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley, 
this small army of helping hands can eas¬ 
ily be identified by their red shirts and 
are found throughout the hospital sup¬ 
porting staff, patients and visitors every 
day of the week. 

They carry out a variety of tasks including 
providing welcoming hot drinks, ferrying pa¬ 
tient files around departments, keeping medi¬ 
cal supplies well-stocked and ensuring people 
can find their way to appointments. 

But most importantly they offer a listening 
ear and a shoulder to cry on when people need 
it the most. 

Entertaining 

“It’s all about helping people, whether it’s 
entertaining a small child while their sibling 
has their arm plastered or sitting with a rel¬ 
ative or patient as they try to come to terms 
with some bad news,” said Mike Leadbeater, 
aged 70, who has been volunteering in the 
busy A&E department for 18 months. 

Three days a week, Mr Leadbeater, who 
lives in Kingswinford, can be found support¬ 
ing staff to ensure the department is working 
as smoothly as possible. 

His jobs can include giving patients their 
breakfast, cleaning cubicles and re-stocking 
shelves. 

He can also be called upon to sit with pa¬ 
tients or take them to other departments in 
wheelchairs. 

“I like to have a laugh and joke with them if 
I can to help them feel more relaxed and take 
their mind off what is happening even if it’s 
just for a few minutes,” he said. 


His time at the hospital also sees him help¬ 
ing medical students by being a ‘live dummy’ 
for test ECG examinations. 

“I also came in one day and was told I was 
having my leg plastered. Sometimes I don’t 
know what I’m coming into but that makes it 
better in a way,” he added. 

Retired secretary Joan Kendray, who has 
been volunteering for two and a half years, 
spends one day a week working alongside eye 
clinic liaison officer Sue Thomas, who is reg¬ 
istered blind. 

Her tasks can include reading medical infor¬ 


mation aloud to enable Mrs Thomas to type it 
up and also photocopying documents. 

Mrs Kendray, aged 66, from Sedgley, said: 
“After I finished work, I wanted to do some 
volunteering and the hospital seemed the best 
way to help the community.” 

She confined: “Sue and I get on very well 
and I enjoy being able to help her with her 
work.” 

Mrs Thomas said: “Joan is as good as gold 
and a delight to work with. She’s my eyes and 
a huge help. We make a very good team.” 

Grandfather Avtar Singh Bansal, who lives 


in Dudley, has been volunteering with his wife 
Mohinder for the past four years. 

He can usually be found in the outpatients 
department helping people find their way and 
supporting staff. 

“I enjoy it very much,” he said. “All of the 
staff are fantastic. 

“It’s a great place to work and it feels good 
to be giving something back,” he said. 

Fifty-five per cent of the hospital’s 400-plus 
volunteers are retired people while 40 per cent 
are under the age of 20. 

Student Samantha Paskin, aged 27, from 
Stourbridge, is studying human biology at 
the University of Worcester. Her jobs include 
making hot drinks for patients and staff. 

“I decided to volunteer to get some work ex¬ 
perience at a hospital,” she said. 

“I really enjoy being able to help and talking 
to patients is my favourite part of the job.” 

Aqsa Khanum, aged 19, from Brierley Hill, 
is another medical student who has been help¬ 
ing out for about a month to gain some valua¬ 
ble hospital experience. 

Difference 

“I’m really enjoying it,” she said. “I think 
it’s a good way to learn about the different de¬ 
partments and different roles, while hopefully 
making a difference.” 

Volunteers’ coordinator Jane Fleetwood, 
who set up the volunteer programme 12 years 
ago, said: “I always say it’s not about the job 
they’re doing but the person they are doing it 
for. 

“I am very proud of all of our volunteers 
for the work they do and they difference they 
make and we are always on the lookout for 
more volunteers.” 

An open day will be be taking place on June 
6 from 10am until noon as part of Volunteers 
Week. 

Visitors will be able to speak to volunteer 
mentors and staff to find out more about the 
roles.

Labourer is 
for 


breaking 
jaw of ex 

A THUG who punched his former girlfriend in 
the face three times, fracturing her jaw, has 
been locked up for 18 months. 

Farm labourer Shane Lewis attacked Rachel Pear¬ 
son when she visited his family home after their 
break-up, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 24-year-old tried to stop her leaving the house when 
she decided to go and a row 


erupted between the pair 
that culminated in him 
punching her. 

The blows were so fierce 
that they caused a double 
fracture of the jaw that still 
causes her discomfort six 
months after the Septem¬ 
ber 27 incident. She had to 
have an operation inserting 
a metal plate. 

Miss Pearson explained in 
a victim statement read to 
the court: “I am still in con¬ 
stant pain and am unable to 
open my mouth fully. I even 
have to carefully select the 
food I eat because it is pain¬ 
ful to chew.” 

Lewis, of Clarence Street, 
Dudley, was convicted of 
wounding by a jury after de¬ 
nying the offence. 

He had been remanded 
in custody pending pre-sen¬ 
tence reports.

gomery QC told him: “Your 
relationship with Rachel 
Pearson was over. She called 
to visit you and your family 
and spent some time in the 
family home. Maybe her at¬ 
tachment to you and your 
family was not entirely over. 

“You had been drinking 
that evening and when she 
decided to leave you decided 
to stop her. There was an ar¬ 
gument and your attempts 
to stop her escalated into 
violent punches with you 
hitting her hard in the face 
three times. She was dazed 
and bleeding.” 

The judge told Lewis, who 
had previous convictions for 
robbery and possession of a 
knife: “You used significant 
force and were in drink. It 
had been a volatile relation¬ 
ship.

End is in view 
for road saga 

A ROUGH road saga spanning several 
years has moved a step closer to being re¬ 
solved, says an MP 

Stourbridge MP Margot James wrote to 
the organisations and businesses involved 
in a dispute over the maintenance of Clock- 
fields Drive, Brierley Hill. 

Due to a complex legal dispute, the roads 
on the estate have not been maintained by 
Dudley Council for several years. 

The Conservative MP wrote to each party 
involved in the dispute urging them to find 
a long-term resolution. 

She now says she received positive re¬ 
sponses from Persimmon Homes, who own 
sewers adjoining the estate, Severn Trent 
Water and the current landowner. 

She added: “I was informed that the 
current landowner has agreed to fund out¬ 
standing items that had prevented Severn 
Trent from completing their part of the 
road adoption process. I am pleased of the 
progress made so far.” 


Graduate who tried to dodge 
speeding fine is sent to prison 


A UNIVERSITY graduate from 
Dudley who tried to dodge a 
speeding fine by paying a ‘le¬ 
gal expert’ to provide false 
driver details to police has 
been jailed for three months. 

West Midlands Police said Ayesha 
Ahmed, who has a degree in interna¬ 
tional relations and politics, had ru¬ 
ined a promising career for the sake of 
not paying a small fine. 

Ahmed, of Baptist End Road, Neth- 
erton, was caught speeding in her 
BMW twice within five minutes by a 
mobile camera van parked near her 
home in July 2014. 


But rather than accept a driver 
awareness course for travelling at 
39mph and 40mph in a 30mph zone, 
the 27-year-old graduate paid £450 to 
a man who claimed he could exploit a 
‘legal loophole’ enabling her to escape 
punishment. 

Notices of Intended Prosecution 
sent to Ahmed were returned to en¬ 
forcement officers, claiming a woman 
from Walsall had been behind the 
wheel. Inquiries revealed eight other 
speeding offences had been attributed 
to drivers at the same Walsall address. 

Ahmed stood trial at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court and was jailed after 
a jury unanimously found her guilty 


of attempting to pervert the course 
of justice. She was also banned from 
driving for 58 weeks. 

Pc Steve Jevons, of the West Mid¬ 
lands Camera Enforcement Unit, said: 
“Ahmed has paid a heavy price for 
thinking she could lie her way out of 
speeding offences. The jury concluded 
she was deliberately trying to avoid 
justice and not, as she claimed, victim 
of a scam by a bogus lawyer. She never 
met this ‘legal expert’, didn’t have an 
address or phone number for him, and 
paid the money via a third party. 

“Ahmed was given every opportu¬ 
nity to admit her guilt, that would 
have spared her a jail term.” 



Academy plans

A BLACK Country MP has grilled the 
Education Secretary over plans to turn 
all schools into academies. Labour MP 
for Dudley North Ian Austin asked Nicky 
Morgan how forcing schools to become 
academies would improve education 
when one in five had been told they need¬ 
ed to improve by Ofsted.

vandals won't 
beat us, says 
Scout leader 


“THEY won’t defeat us.” 
That was the rallying call 
from group Scout leader 
Cheryl Langford from 1st 
Coseley Scouts after the 
community rallied to raise 
almost £400 after an arson 
and vandalism attack left a 
trail of destruction. 

The group’s HQ in Bayer 
Street, Bilston, was tar¬ 
geted with benches that 
were donated and built 
by the Prince’s Trust set 
ablaze. Plant pots were also 
smashed. 

Swift action to ramp up 
security was taken by Bea¬ 
vers leader Claire Gibbons 
after the attack last month. 
She set up a ‘crowdfunding 
page’ online, in the hope of 
raising £200 for anti-vandal- 


ism paint and CCTV cam¬ 
eras. But generous members 
of the community quickly 
stumped up nearly £400. 

Scout leader Cheryl said: 
“We are all volunteers and 
it takes a lot of our time and 
effort to keep the place in 
good condition. For someone 
to just come and vandalise 
your hard work is difficult 
to take. 

“The money will go to¬ 
wards improving the secu¬ 
rity, replacing the benches 
and plant pots. People have 
been really good. It’s quite a 
close-knit community.” 

“I think it just shows 
there are still good people 
out there. The mindless 
vandals are in the minority, 
and they won’t defeat us.” 


Teenagers 
in dock 
over fatal 
collision 


TWO youths have been charged in connec¬ 
tion with the death of a telecoms engineer 
hit by a car as he worked on the roadside. 

The pair, who cannot be identified due to their age, 
are alleged to have been in a stolen car when they 
careered into two Virgin Media technicians working 
on a communications box in a Coseley street. 

Tributes were paid to Matthew Harding, a 27-year-old 
newlywed, from Oldbury, 
following the tragedy last 
summer. 

He and colleague Jer¬ 
maine Buchanan were 
working at the junction of 
Jack Holden Avenue and 
Robert Wynd when both 
were hit by a grey Citroen 
Picasso on July 20. 

People rushed to help the 
injured workmen following 
the collision, which hap¬ 
pened just before midday. 

Debris from the damaged 
communications box was 
strewn across the road. 

Mr Harding, who had 
married just a week before, 
died the following day in 
hospital. 

Mr Buchanan suffered a 
broken arm and jaw, and a 
twisted ankle, and has since 
made a full recovery. 



Accused 

The accused, both now 
aged 17, appeared before 
district judge Michael 
Wheeler at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates Court on 
Thursday. 

The case was sent to the 
crown court to be heard. 

It is alleged that the first 
youth, who was dressed in 
a shirt and tie for the court 
hearing, and who came from 
Tipton, was at the wheel of a 
stolen car when it veered off 
the road and collided with 
the two technicians. 

He faces two charges of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving. 

The second youth, dressed 
in denim, and from Bilston, 
is accused of aggravated ve¬ 
hicle taking, in that he was a 
passenger in a car that was 
being driven dangerously 
when it fatally struck Mr 
Harding. 

The pair, both aged 16 at 
the time, were arrested at 
the scene. 


Mr Harding’s widow, 
Danielle, who was at his 
hospital bedside when he 
died, said she and their chil¬ 
dren were ‘well and truly 
heartbroken’ after their 
tragic loss. 

In an emotional tribute 
to her husband, she said: 
“I don’t know how we’re all 
going to go on without you. 
Our babies are devastated 
because daddy is gone. 

“There is no man out 
there who could or ever 
would be as amazing, caring 
and loving as you. 

“You truly wore your 
heart on your sleeve babes. 
I’m so honestly grateful I 
had the pleasure of know¬ 
ing you and being your wife. 
You really made us whole. 

“Our worlds have been 
completely broken at this 
great loss. You were our 
hero.” 

The two youths were 
bailed to appear at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
Thursday, May 12. They 
were both given uncondi¬ 
tional bail. 


More children are 
left home alone 


SCORES of families in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire are 
being referred to authorities for 
leaving children home alone, 
new figures reveal. 

A total of 68 referrals to police, 
children’s services or social services 
were made by the NSPCC in 2015/16 
- up four on the previous year. The 
cases were passed on to the author¬ 
ities after calls were made to the 
NSPCC helpline. 

The charity has warned parents to 
think carefully before they leave their 
children alone. 

A total of 1,883 referrals were made by 
the NSPCC across England and Wales last 
year, an increase from 1,826 the year be¬ 
fore. Last year the NSPCC helpline took 
2,489 calls from adults concerned that 
children were being left unattended. Some 
888 of these - 36 per cent - happened in 
school summer holiday.

There is no set age for leaving a child 
alone, but the law states there should be 
no risk of harm to the child. 

And it is suggested babies and toddlers 
are never left on their own and under-16s 
should not be left alone overnight. 

The total number of referrals is grad¬ 
ually rising, from 60 in 2013/14, to 64 in 
2014/15 and 68 in 2015/16. 

In 2015/16, there were 14 in Dudley (up 
from 10 the previous year); 13 in Walsall 
(up from five), 12 in Wolverhampton (up 
from 11), six in Sandwell (down from 11) 
and 23 in Staffordshire (down from 27). 
Birmingham was up from 36 in 2014/15 
to 37 in 2015/16. 

The NSPCC will refer a case to other 
agencies, such as the police or children’s 
services, if there are serious concerns for 
a child’s welfare. 

Karol Keenan, NSPCC service manager 
in the West Midlands, said: “Leaving chil¬ 


dren home alone can put them at risk of 
harm which could result in serious con¬ 
sequences. 

“The law says that you shouldn’t leave 
children home alone if they’ll be at risk. 
We don’t believe it’s acceptable to leave 
babies, toddlers or very young children 
home alone for any length of time. 

“Children mature at different rates so 
it’s vital there is some flexibility for par¬ 
ents in making these decisions but talking 
to children about whether they feel OK 
being left alone and asking yourself ques¬ 
tions like ‘would they know what to do in 
an emergency?’ are helpful. 

“The NSPCC has advice for parents 
who are thinking of leaving there children 
home alone which you can find at NSPCC. 
org.uk.” 

Anyone with concerns about a child can 
contact the 24-hour NSPCC helpline on 
0808 800 5000. Parents are also urged to 
call if they need advice about leaving chil¬ 
dren alone. 


Takeover for 
engineers 
after tragedy

bo after its founder was killed in a motor¬ 
cycle accident in Slovenia last year, has 
been taken over by a Dudley firm. 

Askey Precision Engineering in Wednes- 
field has been acquired by the Dudley-based 
Machined Fabrications group. 

Askey Precision’s founder and managing 
director, Colin Askey, from Cheslyn Hay, 
died in September last year. The 52-year- 
old father of two, a keen motorcyclist was 
on a tour of Europe, leading a convoy of 28 
other bikes n Slovenia when he lost control 
of his Ducati, came off the bike and was 
struck by a car. 

His company employs 12 people at 
Neachells Lane, providing sub-contract 
machining capacity, jig and fixtures 
amongst other services to the aerospace, 
defence and automotive sectors. 

New owner Machined Fabrications is 
part of a group of engineering companies 
specialising in heavy engineering, machin¬ 
ing and fabrication in the West Midlands 
and Lancashire.

Gang subjected victim to 
terrifying kidnap ordeal 


A TERRIFIED young man was 
kidnapped by a gang after be¬ 
ing lured into an ambush by his 
ex-girlfriend, a judge heard. 

Michael Durrant, the new boyfriend 
of 21-year-old Olivia Davies, believed 
Matthew Hutchins owed him money. 

The pair hatched a plot to force him into 
settling the alleged debt, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Mr Hutchins - who had split with Davies 
but was still fond of her - returned to her 
Brierley Hill home to deliver some clothes 
on December 30, said Mr Edward Soulsby, 
prosecuting. He also found 31-year-old Dur¬ 
rant at the address. Later, while on the bus 
home at Wednesbury, he received a phone 
call from Davies pleading for help. 

Back in Brierley Hill, while waiting on 
Bell Street South for his ex-girlfriend, he 
saw Michael Durrant and ran off. Davies, 
Durrant and Andrew Bradley, a 31-year-old 
friend of the couple, gave chase in a Jaguar 
driven by Durrant’s brother Mark, aged 29. 

Mr Hutchins was cornered outside the 
Odeon cinema at Merry Hill. Michael Dur¬ 
rant ran at the victim and felled him with a 
rugby tackle before punching him. He was 
then bundled into the Jaguar, which drove 
off leaving Davies behind. 

Michael Durrant punched Mr Hutchins 
in the face once more while the three men 
talked of giving him a good beating. 

The car stopped in Tansey Green Road, 
Pensnett, where Mr Hutchins was pulled 
out of the vehicle, punched again in the face 
by Michael Durrant, and told to take the 
incident as a warning. He later told police 
he was ‘petrified’ by the 40-minute ordeal, 
adding: “They said they were going to take 
me to a field and get rid of me.” 

Michael Durrant, of Bodmin Court, 
Brierley Hill, was jailed for two years three 
months. Davies, of the same address, was 
detained for two years. Mark Durrant, 
of Hilton Road, Tividale, and Bradley, of 
Stourbridge Road, Dudley, both got 20 
month prison terms. All pleaded guilty to 
kidnap.

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Caparo boss jumped to his 
death when upset at job losses 


Point North offices turned flats unveiled

THE boss of Black Country 
steel firm Caparo Industries 
jumped to his death from the 
balcony of his London pent¬ 
house apartment. 

He had become overcome with 
depression following the collapse 
of his business, an inquest heard. 

Angad Paul, aged 45, believed he was 
to blame for the downfall of the family 
business. His steel company, Caparo, 
had been enduring large-scale job cuts 
as administrators tried to salvage the 
firm. Hundreds of redundancies were 
announced in October 2015 amid the 
collapse in steel prices, a month before 
he died. 

Mr Paul was the son of Lord Paul 
who founded the business in 1968 
with a £5,000 loan and turned it into a

multi billion-pound enterprise. Angad 
Paul had run the Oldbury-based Cap¬ 
aro Industries subsidiary since taking 
over from his father in 1996. 

It collapsed with £160 million of 
debt, leading to the loss of around 500 
jobs from its factories in the Black 
Country including Dudley, Oldbury 
and Darlaston. 

Westminster Coroner’s Court heard 
that Mr Paul became very depressed 
when the company was put into ad¬ 
ministration, and, although he be¬ 
lieved it was the ‘wrong decision’, 
there was nothing he could do. 

Devastated 

Mr Paul’s wife, Michelle, said that in 
the months before his death her hus¬ 
band had expressed his wish to come 
off anti-depressant medication, which 
he had been taking since 1999. 

The court heard that Mr Paul sold 
his four sports cars and began wearing 
his cheapest watch, saying he did not 
‘deserve nice things’ when many of his 
workers were going to lose their jobs. 

He admitted himself to the Capio 
Nightingale hospital on October 4, and 
left 12 days later. He returned to work 
but was ‘devastated’ when news broke 
about major job losses at the company. 

On November 8, Mrs Paul left the 
flat in Portland Place to get a cup of 
coffee, leaving her husband at home 
with their two children. 

When she and Lord Paul, who lived 
in the same building, arrived nei¬ 
ther of them could find Mr Paul. Mrs 
Paul later noticed the kitchen door to 
the balcony was open, and when she 
looked over the edge she saw him lying 
on the first-floor flat roof. 

Assistant Coroner Shirley Radcliffe 
ruled that Mr Paul killed himself 
while “the balance of his mind was 
disturbed”. 


A MULTI-MILLION scheme to con¬ 
vert the former Point North office 
block in Brierley Hill into apartments 
has been completed following months 
of work. 

The apartments should breathe life 
into The Waterfront after a number 
of businesses, clubs and bars closed, 
which has left 40 per cent of the site 
vacant. 

The Landmark, which it is now 
called, has 181 luxury apartments and 
could have up to 300 people living in¬ 
side. 


Further long-term plans include 
creating 66,00 sq ft of new business 
space at the site. Phase one will focus 
on filling the existing vacant premises 
on The Waterfront by 2021. 

Birmingham contractor Colmore 
Tang Construction topped out four of 
its key construction sites across the 
West Midlands in one day earlier this 
month, including office-to-residential 
conversion projects at The Waterfront, 
Birmingham city centre, Worcester 
and the newly-opened Park Regis 
Hotel in Birmingham. 


Dudley Mayor Councillor Steve 
Waltho at the event said: “It is a spec¬ 
tacular development to have been cre¬ 
ated in Dudley. The views from the 
block are remarkable and I was really 
impressed with how modern the builds 
were. I was told that the majority of 
the 181 had already been pre-sold 
within three months on the market. 
Its future is looking bright.” 

Wolves legend Steve Bull has bought 
one of the six penthouse apartments, 
priced £124,950, with views over the 
canal toward Merry Hill. 


One in five 
sex offences 
by foreigners 

ALMOST 20 per cent of all sex offenc¬ 
es in the West Midlands last year were 
committed by foreign nationals. 

The statistics, obtained through a 
Freedom of Information request, re¬ 
veal that nearly one in five of offend¬ 
ers carrying out sex attacks were not 
born in the UK. 

In some months last year, the per¬ 
centage of foreigners committing 
sexual offences rose as high as 22 per 
cent. 

In total, 1,647 suspects were ar¬ 
rested, 294 of which were foreign na¬ 
tionals. This included 30 Pakistanis, 
30 Romanians, 25 Poles and 23 from 
India. 

A total of 584 suspects were later 
charged, including both non-UK and 
UK nationals. 

The figures indicate a rise in the 
number of sex offences taking place. 
The number of non-UK nationals ar¬ 
rested for offences of this type in 2014 
was 316, that’s 16.8 per cent of 1,878 
people who were arrested on sexual 
offence charges that year. 

In addition, 184 foreign nationals 
were arrested on suspicion of rape in 
the West Midlands last year. Out of 
these, a total of 33 were later charged. 

Suspects included 28 from Paki¬ 
stan, 19 from Poland and 14 from 
India, as well as nine from Jamaica, 
eight from Romania, seven from Iran 
and seven from Nigeria.

MORE than 840 driving tests were 
cancelled due to strike action, annu¬ 
al leave or bad weather across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire last 
year. 

Learner drivers fell foul of a walkout by exam¬ 
iners while poor light and adverse weather con¬ 
ditions also led to tests being called off during 
the 12 months, new figures show. 

Examiners taking annual leave also meant 
some pupils were forced to re-arrange their tests 
after booking them. 


A total of 843 HGV and car driving tests were 
postponed for the three reasons at centres at 
Lower Gornal, Wolverhampton, Wednesbury, 
Featherstone, Lichfield and, Stafford, Wednes¬ 
bury and Wolverhampton during 2015. This 
compares with 392 during the previous year. But 
the 2014 figure did not include Featherstone as 
no data was available for the test centre. 

Dozens more tests have been called off due 
to examiners being off sick or for other medical 
reasons throughout the year. 

National strikes took place in November 
and December last year which led to a higher 


number having tests re-arranged. The indus¬ 
trial action involved members of the Public and 
Commercial Services Union, which saw driving 
examiners and officers who do vehicle and traf¬ 
fic safety checks walk-out after talks failed to 
resolve a dispute over working hours. 

A total of 18,605 tests were conducted at the 
test centres during the period. 

The Driving and Vehicle Standards Agency’s 
head of operations, Phil Lloyd said: “DVSA will 
conduct over 1.7 million car practical driving 
tests this year and only a small number of these 
are cancelled by the agency.” 


Rare beetle is 
a common find 

ONE of Britain’s threatened oil beetles is 
making a comeback at a wildlife reserve 
near Kingswinford. 

Sightings of the black oil beetle are 
higher than ever at the Staffordshire 
Wildlife Trust’s Highgate Common nature 
reserve. 

So far in 2016 there have been 30 re¬ 
cords submitted, with the reserve being 
the only place where you can spot the bee¬ 
tle in the West Midlands. 

Trust spokesman, Jeff Sim, said: “The 
species witnessed a heavy decline in dis¬ 
tribution over the last few decades. Three 
of Britain’s oil beetle species are already 
extinct. To see them in such healthy 
numbers at Highgate Common is a great 
sight.”

A BANKER battled through mud during 
his fundraising exploits in memory of his 
mother, raising more than £20,000 for a 
hospice.

He celebrated his landmark birthday at 
Wolverhampton’s Emerald Social Club, 
which he helped to start, surrounded by 
nearly 300 family and friends. 

Dermott, the manager of Handelsbanken 
in Wolverhampton, said the support he had 
received for his fundraising efforts had now 
taken him past the £20,000 mark. 


The family began fundraising following 
the death of Dermott’s mother, Maureen, 
who died aged 56 from a brain tumour 14 
years ago.

Mr Kelly, aged 52, from Codsall, said: 
“The thing about Compton Hospice it lacks 
sufficient Government funding to continue 
doing its fantastic work.

Dictatorship 

“The parents felt because 
Dormston had gone through 
a very hard period and now 
was moving in the right di¬ 
rection, this dictatorship 
from Dudley Council would 
greatly affect the facilities in 
the school. 

“It will put a tremen¬ 
dous amount of pressure 
on the school and teaching

staff. The governing body 
of Dormston School will not 
stand back and let Dudley 
Council jeopardise the fu¬ 
ture of the school.” 

“They (parents) are going 
to petition against this pro¬ 
posed decision and will fully 
support the governing body 
in fighting this decision.” 

Coseley School’s future 
was cast into doubt when 
council bosses launched a 
consultation about its pos¬ 
sible closure. Councillor 
Evans fears a decision has 
already been made been be¬ 
hind closed doors.

GP surgery gets praise as most 
in borough make the grade 


HEALTH chiefs have highlighted the 
great services available across Dud¬ 
ley’s GP practices - despite a prac¬ 
tice being placed into special meas¬ 
ures. 

The CQC have inspected 24 Dudley practices 
this financial year, with 21 receiving an overall 
rating of good and receiving the highest rating 
possible for specific areas of service. 

Moss Grove Surgery in Kingswinford was 
given an ‘outstanding’ rating for being well led 
in an inspection carried out in February. The 
surgery provides a full range of GP services to 
nearly 15,000 patients. Inspectors identified the 
high standards of safety in place at the practice 


and said risks were well managed. They noted 
patients’ needs were assessed and care plans de¬ 
veloped using best practice guidance. 

Under CQC’s new programme of inspections, 
all England’s GP practices are given a rating 
according to whether they are safe, effective, 
caring, responsive and well-led. 

Last month Quarry Road Surgery, on Quarry 
Road, was rated as ‘inadequate’ and placed into 
special measures, following an inspection in 
February. 

Although inspectors found staff were ‘cour¬ 
teous and helpful’ to patients both visiting the 
surgery and on the telephone, there were signifi¬ 
cant areas of concern as ‘care and treatment was 
not always delivered in line with best practice’. 


Chairman of Healthwatch Dudley Pam Brad¬ 
bury said that any care service in the borough 
which is found to be failing to meet the stand¬ 
ards set out by the CQC ‘is of concern’, and they 
will work with providers and commissioners to 
ensure ‘the highest quality of local service pro¬ 
vision’ is given residents and patients. 

Mr Steve Wellings, chairman of the Primary 
Care Commissioning Committee, was delighted 
with the report on Moss Grove. He said: “It is 
great to see Moss Grove Surgery receive an out¬ 
standing rating for being well led by the CQC. 
It is a testament to the excellent skills and hard 
work of all the staff who played a part. It is clear 
that Moss Grove Surgery is providing an effec¬ 
tive, responsive and well led service.”

Wheels on the bus go round again 
after decades of attention to detail 


IT has taken Graham Harper dec¬ 
ades, but the driven 75-year-old 
has spent more than £23,000 re¬ 
building the bus that took him to 
school more than 60 years ago. 

Graham used to hop on the number 
28 bus as a teenager each morning 60 
years ago and even travelled on the 
Daimler CVG 5 on its first day of ser¬ 
vice. 

So when the opportunity to get hold of 
the disused vehicle from the West Brom¬ 
wich Bus Corporation came up in 1967, he 
managed to strike a bargain deal with the 
council. But Graham only began working on 
the bus, which has cost him £13,000 in rent 
to store alone, in 1982 with pals. 

Incredibly, even after he finished stud¬ 
ying at Cronehills Secondary Technical 
School in West Bromwich, Graham even 
used the bus to travel to work for years 
while as an apprentice at a steel equipment 
company. In total, Graham reckons he had

travelled 54,600 miles on the bus while 
using the 28 route. 

The components for the bus set Graham 
back a princely £10,000 in total, with the 
likes of new tyres and replacement seat cov¬ 
ers costing £1,000 and £2,500 respectively. 

Even after years of riding the bus to and 
from work, Graham then took up working 
as a bus driver until his retirement and puts 
his long-lasting love down to his father who 
also worked in the profession. 

Chassis 

The 38-seater vehicle has since passed its 
MOT and thankfully for Graham, and his 
wallet, he doesn’t have to pay road tax. 

The labour of love has seen Graham and 
his mates Terry Cater, 74, Dave Wootton, 
70, and Ian Rhydderch, 74, at the 156 Bus 
Group painstakingly strip out the entire bus 


right down to the chassis which transpired 
was built in 1948. And, having driven buses 
for so long, it was only fitting that Graham 
took his renovated ride for a spin once it 
was roadworthy. 

Graham said: “Initially when I got be¬ 
hind the wheel of the Daimler I had res¬ 
ervations, as I had been surprised that the 
bus had passed its MOT. But it was an ab¬ 
solute pleasure to drive and take it on the 
road as there were so many memories that 
it brought back. I used to get on the num¬ 
ber 28 bus to get to secondary school in the 
morning and have ended up getting on that 
route all of my life.I’d often thought that I 
wouldn’t mind becoming a bus driver like 
my father and when the opportunity came 
up to buy the bus, I thought I would become 
an owner as well.” 

While the project has been dear to Gra¬ 
ham and his friends over the years though, 
he admitted that the painstaking process 
sometimes tested his wife, Joyce, 70. Gra¬ 
ham said: “My wife has been very patient 
with me over the years.”

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Here's the bike that 
beat the wall of Death

MILLIONS watched on TV when 
motorbike racer and personali¬ 
ty Guy Martin set a new Wall of 
Death world speed record. 

The daredevil, who has broken numerous 
speed records on hit TV show Speed with 
Guy Martin, completed another death-defy¬ 
ing stunt by hurtling at 78.15mph around a 
huge wall built from shipping containers at 
an aircraft hangar near his Grimsby home. 

The craftsmanship of his BSA motorbike 
was vital and that’s where Dudley-based 
Trident MCS got involved. 

It was in an engineering workshop in 
Woodsetton that 80 per cent of the bike’s 
parts were made and hand-delivered to 
Martin. 

Les Whiston, aged 65, who runs the work¬ 
shop with his wife Denise, met the 34-year- 


old racer while at the Isle of Man for the 
Manx GP on the notorious TT course. Les 
had brought over a BSA motorbike over for 
a racer to tackle the demanding course and 
Martin, who began his career on his dad’s 
BSA, immediately showed an interest. 

Martin built the BSA for his Wall of 
Death challenge in his own workshop with 
his dad, Ian, and mechanic, Cammy Whit¬ 
worth. But 80 per cent of the parts came 
from the Woodsetton workshop. 

“We supplied the swinging arm and en¬ 
gine, the crank shaft was made in Wolver¬ 
hampton, the pistons were made in Oldbury 
and we designed the transmission so pretty 
much the whole record-breaking bike came 
from the Black Country,” said Les. 

“Guy would come up and collect the parts 
himself and we were there when he broke 
the record.”

WHEN we called Adil Ray ahead of his UK tour, we were 
a bit worried. Would we meet the charming Adil, actor and 
personality? Or would the rather formidable Citizen Khan be 
on the other end of the line, telling us that he didn’t have any 
free tickets for us, so get lost?

A s well as the Queen and David 
Attenborough’s 90th birthdays, 
it probably hasn’t escaped your 
notice that the BBC has recently been 
marking another significant date - the 
400th anniversary of the death of 
William Shakespeare. 

There have already been several 
programmes to mark the event across 
the Beeb, including last month’s 
Shakespeare Live! From the RSC and 
the star-studded The Hollow Crown: 
The Wars of the Roses, which began 
on Saturday. 

We’ve still got Russell T Davies’ take 
on A Midsummer Night’s Dream to 
come (featuring Matt Lucas as 
Bottom, Maxine Peake asTitania and 
Bernard Cribbins as Snout), but for 
many people the most intriguing part 
of the season is the new sitcom 
Upstart Crow. 

That’s because it’s been scripted by 
Ben Elton, a man with an impressive 
track record when it comes to 
historical comedy. He co-wrote three 
series of Blackadder, meaning he’s 
already familiar with the Elizabethan 
era (and the Bard made a cameo 
appearance in the special Blackadder: 


Back & Forth, where he was played 
by Colin Firth). 

So, in theory Elton shouldn’t have 
needed to do much additional 
research for Upstart Crow, which is 
set in 1592 as the playwright begins to 
make a name for himself in London, 
while trying to balance his 
responsibilities to his family back in 
Stratford-upon-Avon. However, Elton 
did throw himself into the period spirit, 
saying: “I have tried very hard to think 
myself into Shakespeare’s creative 
world, writing only with a small 
chicken feather and not changing my 
underpants for a year.” 

Fortunately, that didn’t deter an 
impressive cast from signing up for 
Upstart Crow, including Peep Show’s 
David Mitchell, who is playing 
Shakespeare. But then, as he points 
out, it’s such a rare opportunity, it 
must have been difficult to pass up. 

Mitchell says: “I’m delighted to be 
playing England’s greatest bard at this 
difficult time for bards everywhere. You 
just try getting work as a bard these 
days. It’s virtually impossible.” 

He’s joined by Harry Enfield (who 


can also currently be seen as Prince 
Charles in Channel 4’s The Windsors) 
and sitcom veteran Paula Wilcox as 
Shakespeare’s parents, John and 
Mary. LizaTarbuck plays his wife Anne 
and Raised By Wolves’ Helen Monk is 
his daughter Susannah. 

Mark Heap is also on board as the 
Bard’s nemesis Robert Greene - aka 
the man who once described 
Shakespeare as an ‘upstart crow’ and 
gave the sitcom its title. 

That points to another theme in the 
series - one that should make it 
easier for audiences to accept the 
most influential and iconic writer in the 
history of the English language as 
something of an underdog. As 
producer Gareth Edwards told The 
Independent: “Shakespeare is a 
middle-class nerd with a lot of talent 
trying to make his mark on a system 
geared to favour the titled and those 
with an Oxford education.” 

In the opening episode, his 
struggles also include trying to find 
inspiration for one of his most famous 
characters while dealing with an angry 
actor, an annoying guest, and his 
family’s script suggestions.

Evoque is 
a stunner 
when roof 
is lowered

ANYONE lusting after a new Evoque Convert¬ 
ible - and lots do already - will dismiss the 
next paragraph as laughably irrelevant, but 
here goes anyway. 

The new car costs thousands more than its fixed 
roof sibling, uses more fuel, emits more pollution, is 
slower, heavier, less roomy for people and luggage 
and will cost more to insure and tax. 

If your inner accountant says that’s a unanimous guilty 
verdict against the soft top then you clearly don’t inhabit the 
same chilled chardonnay, Jimmy Choo world of a likely Evo¬ 
que Convertible owner. 

The sort of person who owns (or who dreams of owning) 
a pad in Sandbanks, the spit of Dorset sand with the fourth 
dearest real estate values in the world and where Range 
Rover took us to try the new roofless Evoque. 

Hood down on a chill spring morning, the car drew the 
sort of admiring glances you might expect if Princess Kate 
and Angelina Jolie cycled past on a tandem. 

Two ladies-who-lunch stopped to peer into the car and 
were impressed. 

Asked to guess its price they confidently thought ‘sev¬ 
enty or eighty.’ That’s thousands, of course, and they were 
thousands out - on the wrong side. Suddenly, asking fif¬ 
ty grand for the car we were driving (the Convertible starts 
from £47,500) begins to look a bit of a bargain in a world 
where want wins over need every time. 

If you have that sort of disposable income (and Range 
Rover thinks enough of us do to turn a tidy profit) then what 
the car says about you is almost all that matters - mere facts 
can join last year’s platinum card statements in the shred¬ 
der. And with the sun shining, heated seats on max and the 
wind deflector in place, there really was nowhere nicer to 
spend a south coast spring morning than behind the wheel 
of a new Evoque Convertible. 

Even a flurry of sleet (yes, were talking about a British 
spring day) failed to dampen proceedings, simply flying 
over the car as we sped to lunch in a trendy cliff top restau¬ 
rant (of course). 

Showstopper 

Later, at a 70mph cruise back to our hotel, driver and pas¬ 
senger could talk without raising voices and enjoy the lack 
of breeze in the cockpit, happy in the knowledge that if the 
heavens opened the huge fabric roof would whirr into place 
in 21 seconds and at up to 30mph on the move - a bit of a 
showstopper, that. 

It actually folds even faster (18 seconds for the factually 
minded) and renders the car as sung and quiet as the tin- 
topped version when in place. 

Fitting it to an Evoque, though, has consequences. As 
well had adding the weight of three large men to the car be¬ 
cause of bracing needed to compensate for cutting off the 
roof, it needs somewhere to live when folded. That eats into 
boot space - almost halved over the fixed roof model and 
accessed by more of a hinged flap than proper boot lid - but 
rear seat legroom shrinks to growing child proportions only. 

Neither demerit will matter a jot of course to a potential 
Evoque Convertible buyer, of course, who will argue that 
there’s still enough space for a weekend’s worth of luggage 
and the kids will fit nicely for the school run. Both of which 
are true. 

They won’t worry about the blunted performance or 
economy either, even it makes the car change down in the 
smooth nine-speed automatic gearbox more than you ex¬ 
pect when asked to press on. A little restraint showed better 
than 40mpg on the test run and an average of 34mpg when 
used with a bit of enthusiasm. So, no deal breaker. 

The huge majority of UK buyers will take the 2.0 li¬ 
tre, 178bhp diesel fitted to the test car but there’s a more 
powerful 237bhp 2.0 litre petrol version available too, from 
£48,200. 

Clearly aimed at the peak of the Evoque mountain, the 
new Convertible comes in two trim levels - plush and even 
plusher. 

Standard kit on the HSE Dynamic includes big 20ins alloy 
wheels, heated front screen, rear view camera, smart leather 
upholstery with electrically adjustable front seats, 10 speak¬ 
er sound system and a superb touch screen with excellent 
sat nav and mobile phone connectivity. 

Meanly, you’ll need another £260 for the wind deflector. 
That comes as standard with the LUX trim (from £51,700) 
that also adds an ever better sound system, ski hatch for 
the rear seat, auto dipping headlamps and cameras that 
show you the ground all around the car. 

Both versions have all-wheel drive and will easily cope 
with the sort of terrain no sane Evoque Convertible owner 
would ever subject their car too - far too likely to scratch it. 

Better to use those clever cameras to ease the car into 
a parking space outside that trendy little boutique you’ve 
been yearning to visit.

SUV today open for order at Volkswagen UK 
Retailers nationwide. 

Designed and engineered to redefine the compact 
SUV segment new Tiguan introduces class-leading 
levels of interior space, practicality and safety while 
debuting cutting-edge technology and connectivity. 

New from the ground up, today’s Tiguan brings previous¬ 
ly unseen levels of quality and refinement to its sector with 
a premium look and feel that belie its price. The first new 
Volkswagen SUV to sit on the innovative and flexible MQB 
platform - which also underpins the class-leading Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf - the new car signals the start of a comprehensive 
SUV offensive which will see the brand represented in all 
core SUV segments over time. 

By virtue of its cutting edge MQB underpinnings the new 
Tiguan debuts exceptional levels of safety and connectivity. 
Standard from entry will be a raft of valuable safety features 
such as front assist; city emergency braking and pedestri¬ 
an monitoring, while hi-tech features available for the first 
time in a Tiguan include active info display; head-up display; 
area view and trailer assist. 

Perfectly proportioned, and shaped to develop the char¬ 
acter of the original best-selling Tiguan, the new car balanc¬ 
es clean lines with a powerful, dynamic stance. The SUV 
design language is taken up consistently inside new Tiguan, 
too. The cockpit, for example, is now aligned towards the 
driver for better comfort and without constricting the airy im¬ 
pression of the interior. At the same time, the wider centre 
console typical of SUVs is paired with the new 4MOTION 
Active Control rotary switch to create a defining interior ele¬ 
ment with a premium feel. Ambient lighting generates a so¬ 
phisticated overall impression, completed by the optional 
panoramic roof - standard from SEL trim upwards - and de¬ 
tails such as the elegant door handles and smart trim strips. 

Utility 

This generously-proportioned interior offers more head 
room and knee room than previously - up by 29 mm in the 
case of knee room - and when the rear bench is folded the 
cargo space, at 1,655 litres, is 145 litres larger than before. 
Meanwhile a lower load sill improves ease of use and un¬ 
derscores the Tiguan’s everyday utility, while an optimised 
body structure and improved aerodynamics add to occu¬ 
pant comfort via reduced cabin noise. 

The car also offers a sliding rear bench seat that has been 
optimised to permit up to 180 mm of adjustment - 20 mm 
more than in the previous model. When the rear bench is 
slid forwards, the boot provides 615 litres of space - a gain 
of 145 litres. Highlighting the new Volkswagen’s practicality 
is a towing capacity of up to 2,500 kg (depending on mod¬ 
el and drivetrain) which is unique in this class of compact 
SUVs. 

The extended engine range of the new Tiguan gives cus¬ 
tomers the greatest possible range of choices for power, 
style and comfort. A broad line-up has been created to ap¬ 
peal to the widest possible customer base. 

In the UK the car will over time be offered with up to three 
new petrol engines, with power outputs from 125 PS to 180 
PS, and four new diesel engines ranging from 115 PS to 240 
PS. All EU6-compliant, they are more powerful and more fu¬ 
el-efficient than the comparable EU5 engines of the previous 
model. The diesel engines feature SCR catalytic converter 
technology, using the now familiar AdBlue additive. 

As order books open, the high-volume diesel will be 
available as a 2.0 TDI 150 PS with 4MOTION all-wheel drive 
and a seven-speed dual clutch gearbox (DSG) or six-speed 
manual transmission; or with front-wheel drive and a manual 
gearbox. In addition the 2.0 TSI with 180 PS, 4MOTION and 
DSG is also on offer from today. These engines are expect¬ 
ed to account for around three quarters of UK sales. Extend¬ 
ed engine, drive and gearbox options will be available in two 
further order waves which open on May 5 and June 2. 

The first wave of engines in the UK offer 0-62 mph times 
of between 7.7 seconds (2.0 TS1180 PS) to 9.3 seconds (2.0 
TD1150 PS), with top speeds, where legal, ranging from 129 
mph to 124 mph. For the first wave of engines, C02 emis¬ 
sions are calculated at between 125 g/km (2.0 TDI 150 PS 
front-wheel drive with six-speed manual gearbox), to 170 g/ 
km (2.0 TSI 180 PS 4MOTION with seven-speed DSG). 

Fuel economy for the launch engines, on the official EU 
combined cycle, ranges from 58.9 mpg (2.0 TDI 150 PS 
front wheel drive six-speed manual) to 38.2mpg (2.0 TS1180 
PS 4MOTION with seven-speed DSG). 

There’s a raft of active and passive safety measures de¬ 
livered by virtue of the use of the MQB platform. Front assist 
with city emergency braking and pedestrian monitoring; ac¬ 
tive bonnet; automatic post-collision braking and lane assist 
are fitted as standard (in Europe). 

The new range is expected to be priced from around 
£22,500 when all versions are available, and deliveries of 
the first customer cars are expected this summer.
